Oil Discovery May Give Israel 





Really Solid Economic Footing 


JERUSALEM (JP)—A hole in the ground has provided Israel 
with its biggest news story since the eountry declared its inde- 


pendence in 1948. 


Of course, the news lies in the fact that the hole contains oil, 
the liquid which could change the entire economic outlook of this 


nation. Just how much oil is 
not known as yet, but all Israel 
is waiting eagerly to find out. 

When and if it is found that 
a major oil 
field has been j 
‘uncovered, Is- § 
rael’s economic § 
outlook will 
have undergone 
a tremendous © 
change, At pres- 
ent the country 
imports $50 mil- 
lion worth of pe- 
troleum prod- 
ucts annually, a sum almost 
equal to the total of its exports. 
The possibility of wiping out 
this deficit and even converting 
it into an asset in the form of 
oit exports understandably ex- 
cites Israeli economists enor- 
mously. 


THE DISCOVERY came with 
the advent of the Jewish New 
Year last week. A _ hole once 
abandoned by the Iraq Petro- 
leum company as a dry run 
proved to be the jackpot. 

Drillers for the Lapidot Oil 
co. went down to a depth of al- 
most a mile, 4,906 feet, at Hulei- 
kat near the Gaza strip, As 
the bit dug deeper samples 
showed there was an increasing 
chance of a_ successful strike. 
Excitement mounted and when 
the drill shaft and testing equip- 
ment were removed, oil from 
the well gushed 65 feet into the 
air before it could be capped. 

The strike was made at sun- 
down Sept. 22, and Friday morn- 
ing at dawn Premier-Designate 
David-Ben-Gurion clambered 
down into a pit dug to catch the 
first flow of the precious ‘black 
liquid. Minister of Development 
Dov Joseph filled a couple of 
bottles with the oil and ex- 
pressed it to the Weizmann In- 
Stitute in Rehovot for assayal. 


TESTS SHOW THE oil to be 
of a satisfactory grade, at least 
equal to that of Iraq oil, which 
is better than average. 

Following the tests, Joseph 
broadcast the news to the na- 
tion. Israelis were overjoyed by 
the news The major topic of con- 
versation in the past week, over- 
Shadowing everything else ih- 
cluding the unpleasantness on 
the border, Speculation now cen- 
ters on just how big the strike 
really is, and what the prospects 
are for further discoveries. 
Experts say that it is impos- 
sible at this point to determine 
the prospects. Although during 
the first experimental flow the 
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rels an hour, it is not certain 
just what the well will produce. 
It may take as long as two 
months to determine not only 
how much oil is in ths particu- 
lar locality, but also whether it 
will be commercially profitable 
to work the find. 


EVEN IF IT proves that the 
well is not commercially ex- 
ploitable, the likelihood of prof- 
itable strikes has been much in- 
creased. This optimism was re- 
flected on Wal] Street, where 
the stock of the companies en- 
gaged in oil exploration in Is- 
rael. soared after the announce- 
ment of the Huleikat strike. 


The search for oil in Israel 
has been a costly and up to now 
unsuccessful endeavor by a num- 
ber of companies. The lucky 
discoverers of the Huleikat 
strike were the Lapidot Oil co. 
and Oil Prospectors Ltd., which 
jointly backed this venture. 

Lapidot: is sponsored jointly 
by the Mekorot Water co. and 
a group of American Jewish in- 
vestors organized by Ampal 
(American Palestine Investment) 
co. Oil Prospectors is a partner- 
ship between Solel Boneh, the 
Histadrut construction concern, 
and the “Federman group” of 
American and Israeli investors. 

LAPIDOT HAD spent up to 
$5 million in its explorations be- 
fore making its first strike, The

Implications of the oil strike 
are far reaching. A good supply 
of its own petroleum would en- 
able Israel to put its long half- 
idle Haifa refinery into full op- 
eration. It would render the 
country independent of outside 
sources for oil and_ gasoline, 
much improving its military sit- 
uation. It might put it on a 
sound economic basis, forcing 
its Arab neighbors to accept it 
as a permanent factor in the 
Middle East, not as a temporary 
phenomenon to be fgnored and, 





if possible, strangled. 





OVERFLOW CROWDS ATTEND 
MOSCOW HOLIDAY SERVICES 


NEW YORK — Synagogs in at least two cities behind the 
Iron Curtain were crowded with praying Jews during Yom Kip- 
pur, according to New York Times reports. 

In Moscow, more than 5,000 people tried to get into the Cen- 
tral synagog, which has a capacity of not more than 2,000, and 


filled the streets outside for 
more than 100 yards, The scene 
at one of the other two syna- 
gogs there was similar, though 
on a smaller scale, 

In Bucharest. 100,000 Jews 
crowded into 50 synagogs. 

JEWS IN BOTH cities prayed 
for the health of President Ei- 
senhower., . 

Most of fhe Moscow Jews 
were elderly; but a few younger 
persons and children and one 
Soviet army officer also at- 
tended the services. Many spoke 
Yiddish or Yiddish and Russian 
alternately. Persons outside the 
Central synagog chatted, medi- 
tated, or read prayer books. 

Inside, many mé€n wore. pray- 
er shawls, and the altar was bril- 
liantly lighted with fluorescent 
tubes and candles,

most worshippers in Bucharest 
seemed to_be directed toward 
Israel, There. have been signs 
that the government may again 
permit emigration.

U.S. Wanted 


To Supply 


Arms To Nasser Regime 


NEW YORK (JP)—The question of who would supply Egypt 


with arms, the United States or 


Russia, was settled this week in 


a neat Aesopian manner, when the Cairo government announced 
it has arranged to obtain weapons from Czechoslovakia in ex- 


change for cotton. 

Following earlier reports that 
the British government was op- 
posing U. S. plans to offer 
weapons to Egypt, and assur- 
ances by the Soviet government 
to Israel that it would not sell 
arms -to the 
Cairo regime, 
the announce- 
ment touched 
off American 
and British fears 
of an arms race 
in the tense 
Middle East. 

In its offer of 
5 arms to Egypt, 
NASSER the U. S. is said 
to have been attempting to fore- 
stall any deal with Russia. Brit- 
ain. reportedly opposed _ this, 
arguing that it would constitute 
knuckling under to “blackmail” 
by the U. S. and would consti- 
tute an unfortunate precedent. 


THE TWO Western powers 
fear that the Czechs will sell 





_Egypt weapons of the “heavy” 


category, which they themselves 
declined to supply to the Nasser 
government. Egypt offered to 
buy from the U. S. such weapons 
as jet bombers, heavy tanks, 
artillery and naval vessels. This 
was one of the stumbling blocks 
to an Egyptian-U. S. arms agree- 
ment. 

The U. S. is understood also 
to have asked Egypt for guar- 
antees that the weapons it would 
supply would be used only for 
defense. 

Nasser told a Cairo meeting 
following the announcement of 
the agreement with Czechoslo- 
vakia that: “We will never at- 
tack or threaten anyone else, 
but the Western powers have 
refused to give up arms for de- 


fense.” He did not elaborate 
on this. 
FOLLOWING the Egyptian 


announcement, U. S. Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles and 
British Foreign Secretary Har- 
old Macmillan- issued a joint 
statement calling on Russia and 
other nations not to contribute 
to a Middle East arms race. 

The statement said the U. S. 
and Britain were in harmony 
on a policy of avoiding an “arms 
race which could inevitably in- 
crease tensions in the area. They 
will’ continue,. and ‘hope other 
governments will continue; to be 
guided by these principles,” it 
said. 

Israel was almost certain to 
protest the arms agreement to 
both the Czech and Soviet gov- 
ernments. France is also ex- 
pected to join in the protests. 


BRITAIN, up to-now, has sev- 
erely limited her arms _ ship- 
ments to Egypt as well as to the 
other Arab nations. Although 
an agreement with Egypt to de- 








liver 64 heavy tanks is on the 
books, Britain has supplied only 
10 of these in several years. It 
has also held the brakes on the 
supply of jet aircraft. 

France (see earlier story in- 
side) has cut off its arms deliv- 
eries to Egypt in retaliation for 
anti-French broadcasts en.u.iat- 
ing from Radio Cairo. 

The United States has sup- 
plied quantities of arms to sev- 
eral Arab powers, but has ree 
portedly required assurances 
they will not be used except for 
defense purposes.

France Rebukes 
Egypt by Halting 


Arms Shipments 


LONDON—France has cut off 
the delivery of arms to Egypt 
because of the anti-French broad- 
casts by the Cairo radio which 
it blamed for inciting riots and 
violence in French North Africa. 
According to The Jewish 
Chronicle of London, the sus- 
pension of the arms shipments, 
which were being delivered in 
Keeping with a contract signed 
more than a year ago, does not 
mean that further arms will 
not be delivered. 

“These deliveries cannot be 
considered either as being great- 
er than those made by other 
powers to Israel or as_ being 
liable to upset the equilibriums 
between Israel and the Arab 
countries, which have only. late- 
ly benefited’ from _ substantial 
contracts 
French foreign ministry said in 
a communique. 

“No supply of arms to Israel 
is contemplated in the near fu- 
ture. As for the alleged exist- 
ence of a secret agreement be- 
tween France and Israel, that is 
sheer fantasy,” the ministry 
said, referring to allegations of 
such a pact made by an Egyptian 
weekly.

PHILADELPHIA Admis- 
sion of a student of “Jewish 
race’ has led to the suspension 
of the Delta Tau Delta frater- 
nity chapter at Allegheny col- 
lege, according to The Jewish 
Times.. 

The fraternity’s charter re- 
stricts membership to “‘mem- 
bers of the Caucasian race.”

Dancing instructors are well 
paid, too. One American girl 
who was a dancing teacher in 
upstate New York and is now 
chief instructor of the Francis 
Dancing studios in Haifa and 
Tel Aviv makes about 600 
pounds a month, about as much 
as Israel’s president. : 

ONLY IN propaganda pic- 
tures and in villages during the 
summer or at work are shorts 
worn and the hora danced with 
gusto during national . holidays. 
Most boys and girls wear pants 
and_ skirts, respectively, and 
jitterbug or do the samba,

The geographical name in 
one form or another is numerously represented in the 
vicinity. Its source is a Ukrainian word meaning a fish- 
ing line. Lakes and other bodies of water suggesting 
fishing abound in the vicinity.

‘SOUND THE GREAT TRUMPET’ VIVIFIES 
EARLY DAYS OF RETURN TO HOMELAND

SOUND THE GREAT TRUMPET, edited by M. Z. Frank. Whittier, $5. 

Too few of us have a perspective on the return of the Jews to the homeland. In human terms, 
for most of the friends of Israel, the settlement s2ems to have begun with the Balfour declaration. 
To think this is to leave out the great beginnings of the movement, to ignore the tone established 
by the pioneers of the first and second waves of immigration, 70 and 3 years ago. 

Frank’s book seeks to restore the balance. Many works of an historical nature have sought to 


give us this true perspective, 
put failed to make it vivid in 
personal terms. Frank uses d0c- 
uments from the early period, 
letters, autobiographical 
sketches, stories, to make us see 
the thing as it was happening. 
And he carries on up to the 
present day, So that his volume 
becomes a documentary history 
of the entire period. 
BETWEEN THESE docu- 
ments, Frank fills in, with his- 
torical narrative, The volume, 
then, is an excellent vivifier of 
the epic movement, the return. 
The early material is not only 
the least familiar, but the best. 
Some years ago, the league of 
Pioneer Women published a vol- 
ume of -recollections of early 
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settlers, that had tales and ar- 
ticles of this character, but the 
book is virtually unobtainable 
now. David Ben-Gurion’s  re- 
markable paper about his first 
days in the land, and his ad- 
ventures as a member of the 
first group of Jewish watch- 
men, has been available only in 
a book of his own writings; it 
is among the most exciting 
pieces in Frank’s collection.

writing was after all not a first 
occupation, but the works of 
many of Israel’s outstanding 
men of letters, unfortunately 
little known hére. There are 
sketches by Moshe Smilansky, 
unusual for their simplicity and 
evocative quality.

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,SRAEL CAVE YIELDS CLUES 
OF LIFE DURING ROMAN DAYS 


JERUSALEM (JP) — Some of the biggest archaeological finds 
in 20 years have cast new light upon many aspects of Jewish life 


in Palestine during Roman days. 


The extent and success of excavations at Beth Shearim, the 
Sanhedrin city, were revealed last week in an article by Jerusalem 


Post reporter Anita Engle. 

In the largest man-made cave 
ever found in Israel, 100 stone 
Sarcophagi were discovered 
during the past two months in 
excavations led by Dr. N. Avigad, 
of the Hebrew university. Dr. 
Avigad is working under the 
joint auspices of the university 
and the Israel Exploration Fund. 

THE SARCOPHAGI, together 
with decorations and inscriptions 
throw light on the little-known 
period of the Second to Fourth 
Centuries C. E. This is the pe- 
riod following that of the Tal- 
mud and Mishna during which 
“organized Jewish community life 
still existed in some parts of 
Palestine. 

The sarcophagi, hewn from 
Carmel limestone, are up to 2% 
yards long, 33 inches wide, and 
man-high. The two largest are 
estimated to weigh 5 tons each. 

Jewish sarcophagi are rare, 
according to Miss Engle, and 
this is by far the largest group 
ever found. In the previous 19 
caves uncovered, containing 
hundreds of graves, burial was 
almost invariably in narrow 
cuttings in the solid rock. 


PROBABLY the most inter- 
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esting finds were two exquisitely 
carved fragments of white Ital- 
ian marble, a headless torso of 
a man in a Roman toga, about 
five inches high; and a woman’s 
hand, almost life-size. It is be- 
lieved that they formed part of 
a great marble sarcophagus from 
Italy which had been smashed 
by grave robbers for building 
material. 

A man’s head is carved upon 
one end of the most imposing 
stone. Also decorating this sar- 
cophagus are two eagles and 
two lions, some 30 inches long 
and 20 inches high. 

Many of the sarcophagi are 
decorated with some form of 
carving in low relief. Mingling 
with a classical Roman style of 
sculpture is a lively and uncon- 
ventional type of representation 
which experts consider to be 
distinctly Jewish folk art. 

DISTINGUISHED for beauty 
of decoration and carving is 
one of the largest sarcophagi in 
the side corridor. It has the 
following inscription in square 
Hebrew letters. 

“Here rests Ativ, the daughter 
of Rabbi Gamliel, the son of 
Nehemia, who died a virgin at 
the age of 22, and Etyon, the 
daughter of Rabbi Yehuda, the 
son of Gamliel, who died at the 
age of 9 years and 6 months.” 

The latter part of the inscrip- 
tion refers to a second sarco- 
phagus placed just behind the 
first. 

The archaeological treasure so 
far uncovered is only a part of 
the hoard .expected to be found 
in this cave. A great deal more 
promises to be in store for the 
excavators.

U.S. Hires Israeli

Air Phenomena 


NEW YORK (JP)—An Israeli 
scientist at the Technion, Israel 
Institute of Technology, has 
been commissioned by the United 
States Air Force to delve into 
phenomena observed in the flow 
of liquids which are expected to 
prove significant to human 
travel through the stratosphere. 

During theoretical 
tion in recent years, Professor 
Markus Reiner, head of the 
Technion’s rheological labora- 
tory and chief of its department 
of mechanics, discovered that 
phenomena never before  ob- 
served might be possible in 
liquids. The theory and obser- 
vations which tend to confirm it 
make possible the construction 
of a centripetal pump, which 
would be very efficient in viscu- 
ous or thick liquids. Like 
phenomena, the Air Force feels, 
may be present in the upper lay- 
ers of air.

Don’t we have them every year? 
Come Rosh Hashana and Yom 
Kippur—the synagogs are full. 
The Friday after, they are 
empty. Yes, the doors of the 
jails are closed. but full; the 
doors of the synagogs open but 
empty. But full or empty, what 
we see today is a mass religion 
without morality which is no 
religion at all. 


LONG AGO OUR prophets 
and psalmists reminded us that 
religion was not to be found 
in the number of the shrines or 
the size of the sacrifices, but in 
the deeds and in the conscience 
of men. Moses said “send not 
into the heavens nor across the 
seas” to find the key to reli- 
gious living; it is nearer than 
hands and feet, in the heart 
and in the mind. Elijah saw 
Gofi not in the earthquake, or 
the wind, or the fire—but in the 
still, small voice of conscience. 

Now it is the co nscience 
where the religious material is 
to be found.. The High Holy 
Days are especially designed to 
be searching parties. We are 
asked to delve deeply into 
those subterranean caves where 
the effective motivations of our 
conduct lurk and lie. Judaism 
is not afraid of self-anal¥sis. 
Not everyone neéds a couch and 
a psychiatrist. The man who 
analyzes himself does not have 
a fool for a patient; especially 
if he will be guided by the lamp 
of his faith. 

The Torah may not be able to 
do everything that Freud’s dis- 
ciples can do, but it can do 
much to give man a new heart 
and a_ steadfast spirit. From 
long experiences from battling 
the current idolatries of each 
generation, it can help us spot 
a partial religion, an inadequate 
and a false religion from a truer 
and a maturer one.

Quite to the contrary, the 
Catholic churches, popular tar- 
gets of Ingersoll and Mencken, 
run half-page advertisements in 
the. press, in which they offer 
the fellowship of their church 
not only for a happy and mean- 
ingful life, but for the Truth 
which Jesus himself has 
“bonded and insured against 
error!”

Jews in the hope that Jews will 
also patronize it.’

U. S.- Presents 
Jewish Code 


To Israel 


JERUSALEM (JP) — The 
United States, on behalf of the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of 
New York, has presented Israel 
with the first part of a defini- 
tive edition of the Tosefta, part 
of the basic law of the Jews. 
Ambassador Edward B. Law- 
son presented the new edition 
to President Itzhak Ben-Zvi. The 
newly edited code is the work 
of Dr. Saul Lieberman, a mem- 
ber of the seminary’s faculty 
and a graduate of the Hebrew 
university in Jerusalem. 

The Tosefta, originally oral, 
is a detail set of rules for the 
application of the written law 
of the Old Testament. Togeth- 
er with the Mishna, another set 
of laws it amplifies, the Tosefta 
is one of the most authoritative 
codes of the Talmud.

German Pastor - 

Warns Against 

Nazi Revival 
BERLIN (JP)—A leading 


‘protestant pastor warned the 


German people last week that 
“the Hitler within us is not 
yet dead” and that “we should 
take care that a Hitler does not 
again rule over us.” 

The warning was made by 
the Rev. Heinrich Gruber in a 
broadcast on the occasion of the 
20th anniversary of the publi. 
cation of the racist Nuremberg 
Laws. 


Pastor Gruber, according to 
‘The Jewish Chronicle of Lon- 
don, emphasized that fermer 
Nazis continue to be installed 
in influential positions in the 
Federal Republic. He told a 
rally held by a German group 
equivalent to the Council of 
Christians and Jews that: “Not 
with overt attacks and shouts 
of ‘Jude Verrecke’ but by cun- 
ning, insidious methods the 
Nazis are trying to regain pow- 
er in Western Germany.”

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I thought you would: like 
to read the following letter 
which appeared in the Phoenix 
Jewish News praising Jewish 
fraternities and sororities, but 
before you read it I’d like~ to 
poke just a: little hole in the 
‘argument. 

I. think. I- know Jewish fre- 
térnities and — sororities fairly 
well, both as a member of one, 
and as an observer. If they 
have a mezuzah on the door, 
that is the full extent of their 
Judaism. They hold their house 
parties and dances on Friday 
night, most. of them serve ham 
ang bacon, in many cases they 
are the agency which destroys 
the effectiveness of the Hillel 
program, and their worst of- 
fense.is that they set one Jew 
aside from the other because 
their very basis is discrimina- 
tion. 

There is only one loor@le in 
my indictment, and it is the 
answer for the letter-writer. 
If the Jewish fraternities were 
fo begin to become Jewish even 
in’ the smallest way, then their 
existence would be fully justi- 
fied. 

Well, here’s the letter any- 
way: ; 

Editor, The News: 

Intelligent and active leader- 
ship is a crying need of, any 
community. This is definitely 
true of any American Jewish 
community and even more par- 
ticularly. a concern in Phoenix. 
Naturally, one would expect 
that this. leadership would come, 
at least in a large measure, from 
the college-trained Jewish men 
and women. But unfortunately 
the Jewish community is not 
realizing its full quota of trained 
leaders from the young people 
who attend college. 

When a student goes off to 
college, the roots which beund 
him to his family and home are 
severed and only kept connected 
by mail and vacations for as 
much as four years, and even 
more, considering graduate and 
professional] schools. In college 
he meets many persons of many 
ideas and backgrounds. Being 
taugm to think for himself, and 
without too much guidance, re- 
ligious or otherwise, he often 
goes far astray. 


* * * 


MANY YOUNG Jewish peo- 
ple, coming to college, wish to 
cut their Jewish ties. They do 
not want to be labeled as be- 
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longing to any religious group, 
and as a result, many of. them 
refuse to support Hillel or a 
similar “ghetto-izing” activity 
on campus. 

Many of them affiliate with 
fraternities or sororities the 
membership of which is almost 
wholly non-Jewish. And ‘some 
of our people: will. applaud this! 
“This is America,” they -say. 
“This, truly, is democracy with- 
out discrimination and our 
young people are being accepted 
in all social groups!’ 


* * * 


THIS MAY BE a fine idea in 
theory; but what happens in 
practice? Do the gentile fra- 
ternities .and_ sororities rush 
Jews in the: same manner that 
they would Methodists, Episco- 
paliams, etc? Or, do they se- 
lect from only “the better type 
of Jew” (similar to discrimi- 
nating resort hotels)? 

Most fraternities have some 
religious significance in their 
ritual or tradition. The Jewish 
boy who joins one of them often 
pledges himself to a belief in 
Jesus Christ, or the principles 
of the Christian religion. He is 
daily exposed to an _ environ- 
ment which is not in any way 
Jewish, and his desire to be a 
part of the Jewish community 
will usually, if not always, di- 
minish and possibly disappear. 

This is natural, for environ- 
mental influences are great fac- 
tors in determining an _individ- 
ual’s behavior pattern. These 
influences come at an age when 
young folks are being molded in 
a pattern which will affect 
their entire lives. 

Living in a_ gentile group, 
hearing only those things that 
are common to a gentile group, 
is it any wonder that, among 
these young men and women of 
Jewish extraction, so many in- 
termarry, fail to attend reli- 
gious services of their faith or 
lose complete interest in things 
Jewish? 


* + * 


ON THE OTHER hand, Jew- 
ish fraternities and_ sororities 
have the opposite effect. With 
alert programming they lose 
no opportunity to add the pos- 
itive values of Judaism to the 
social advantages they offer, 

They bring Jewish traditions 
and reading matter into the 
chapter house and support Hil- 
lel on a chapter level. They 
maintain an atmosphere 
which encourages a Jew to at- 
ten® religious services and 
maintain traditions, furnishing 
companionship in these endeav- 
ors and never permitting the 
Jew to feel he is in alien sur- 
roundings. They continue in 
members a pride in their Jew- 
ish heritage. 


JEWISH FRATERNITIES and 
sororities gain the respect of 
the non-Jewish organizations 
on campus, whereas the Jew 
who joins the non-Jewish group 
is lost in that group and does 
nothing or very little to gain re- 
spect for Jews. He is usually 
too busy trying to show that 
he is no different than his gen- 
tile fraternity brothers, and 
carries this to the extreme of 
celebrating ‘Christmas instead 
of Chanukah, going to church 
with them, dating the same 
girls and showing himself to 
be emancipated from all things 
Jewish. 

The tragedy is that many 
times these are excellent boys, 
of good leadership material, 
which is why they are sought 
out by the non-Jewish groups. 
And in large part, these poten- 
tial leaders are lost to the Jew- 
ish community, with which

A WELL-TIMED DRIVE ~~

CIVIL MARRIAGE CLIMAXES 
FISHER, REYNOLDS ROMANCE 


GROSSINGER, N. Y. (JP) — Fifteen months of speculation, 
gitessing, gossiping and rumors of rift ended this week with the 
marriage Monday night of Jewish singer Eddie Fisher and movie 
star Debbie Reynolds after one of the most discussed engagements 


in American newspaper history. 

Only about 35 persons, mostly 
relatives and close friends. were 
on the scene when the couple 
were married in a civil cere- 
mony performed by Sullivan 
County Judge Lawrence Kooke. 

Said Kooke, after completing 
the double-ring ceremony: “I 
know this ceremony originally 
was planned for Sunday. I ad- 
mire you, Mr. Fisher, for keep- 
ing the precepts of your re- 
ligion and you, Mrs. Fisher, for 
respecting your husband’s_ be- 
. liefs.” Yom Kippur ended at 
sundown shortly before the cere- 
mony, which got underway at 
7:58 p. m. (EST). 

FISHER, 27, and Debbie, 24, 
said they planned to have six 
children and “never be apart.” 

Both Fisher’s mother and 
father were present at the cere- 
mony held in the home of Mrs. 
Elaine Grossinger Ettes on the 
grounds of Grossinger’s Coun- 
~try club, a swank Catskill re- 
sort. A mantle bedecked with 
white chrysanthemums provided 
the backdrop for the wedding. 

Both Eddie and Debbie smiled 
broadly throughout the cere- 
mony. They spoke their vows 
to “love, comfort, honor and 








keep” clearly but Fisher’s voice 
nearly broke when he said the 
final “I do.” 

After the ceremony, Debbie, 
with the trace of a tear in her 
eye, and Fisher walked to the 
next room where they posed for 
television and newsreel photog- 
raphers. 

DEBBIE wore a white ballerina 
length dress with a full skirt, 
a white Juliet cap and a short 
veil. She carried her grand- 
father’s Bible. 

THE MAID OF HONOR was 
Jeanette Johnson, a _ Burbank, 
Cal., school friend of Debbie's. 
Milton Blackstone, Fisher’s man- 
ager, was best man. 

They went-to a honeymoon 
hideout near here to spend the 
night and then went to New 
York to attend the World Se- 
ries. 

It was reported earlier various- 
ly that Debbie was studying 
Judaism with a view to conver- 
sion. Later reports held she 
was going to retain her own re- 
ligion. Nothing has been said 
recently, but it was noted that 
the ceremony~ was _ performed 
by a “neutral,” in the person of 
Judge Kooke.
